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The small print is the cognac of the printmaking hierarchy, and this show has been, through the long period of its 
existence, its celebrant. What a pleasure to judge a show from a seat at a wide table, handling the prints, passing 
them back and forth, holding them up to the light, touching the embossment, fingering the surface. No slideshow 
tomfoolery here; just the real article for close attention. 


There are big prints and there are small prints, and they belong to different species. The small plate or block or 
stone can start as an afterthought, a scrap left hanging around, a little piece of stuff rescued form the box under 
the guillotine. Beware. Small scraps germinate small thoughts but small thoughts have the power to grow into 
obsessions. The challenge of the small format can become formidable. Not to respond is unthinkable. 


The arena of the small print is intimacy. It occupies its private world held between the pages of a book, boxed 
within a folio, sealed beneath wax or resin, hung in sanctuary spots (bathroom, office), offering whispered con- 
versations, discreet or indiscreet amusements, outrageous intellectual games, and more, veiled and personal. The 
artist is not the aggressor: the user has to make the moves. 

We urge you to put on your glasses and enjoy the show selected.
